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Most students had realized by 
Thursday what was happening. The 
rally was Illegal and to march meant 
police action against the demonstr- 
ators. A ditto-sheet circulated ab- 
out the campus Informed everyone 
of the situation. As the sheet said, 
we are getting the "Royal Run 
Around" from city officials. How- 
ever, the committee organizing the 
rally felt that plans should proc- 
eed despite these conditions. Const- 
ant announcements from the booth 
urged everyone to ko up to tne ore- 
at Hal! where J.D.Lamont was to 
officially inform students of the 
situation. There was somo hesit- 
ation but around 12:30 p.rm the 
the upper dining halt was filled with 
students, both standing and sitting. 
Even then students were cautious 
of their action for most of them 
stood quietly and listened. Howev- 
er after the tour college presidents 
spoke in favour of the Nag's Head, 
students began to applaud. When 
JD asked those who were in favour 
of going to the rally, most of the 
students stood up. 

Although buses were ready to take 
students to Memorial Park, many 
plied into their own cars and drove 

there were over SOOstudenis march- 
ing around Memorial Park crying 
"We want the Nag's Head" andcar- 

5/ing posters with "Up with the 
ag's Head" and " Cod drinks". 
Once again the presidents of the 
four colleges informed the students 
of the true purpose. 

There was something lacking a| 
the rally— no police. Careful obser- 
vation revealed that one was hiding 
behind a window in theCanadlan Le- 
gion building, two cars were parked 
at the north end of the park, and 
stilt another was parked near the 
lights on the west side, they did not 
Intervene. * 

Students were becoming more and 
more excited. They were ready to 
march on the city. In fact a line 
was already formed and had started 
to move toward Durham Street but 
was called back. The demonstrators 
disappointed and felt that they should 
have marched anyway. Both t\l Mar- 
tel and Rev, Colin Clay convinced 
the students that It would be far 
better to remain in the park area, 
"You have shown that you are re- 
sponsible people by staying In the 
park", said Eli Martel. Shortly 
afterward, the rally broke up and 
the students returned to the campus, 
CKSO, a free lancer for the CBC, 
and the Sudbury Star were on hand 
to give the news coverage of the 
story* 

Public reaction to the rally was 
not fully known until the following 
day. At first people phoning Into 
CKSO's tyen Line program were 
strongly against an on campus pub. 
However by the end of the program, 
the majority of the calls supported 
the Nag's Head. Bob Alexander, the 
d* doing the show, rarely indicates 
his opinion on any Issue. This time 
however he seemed to support the 
students in their demands. Dean Er~ 
win of the Sudbury Star also sup- 
ported the students in an editorial 
in the Sudbury Star. 

The Nag's Head Committee and 
most of the campus community wai- 
ted anxiously for word from the Bo- 
ard of Governors meeting. However 
at the time of puplication no of- 
ficial word was given to anyone as 
to the outcomo of the meeting. 
The Board of Governors mot In- 
formally later with interested stu- 
dents and committee members in 
the Tornloe residence Other than 
polite conversation, no news con- 
senting the Board s decision was 
relased. 
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The Rev. Colin Clay addressed the 
rally when it seemed as though 
the 500 students would march en- 
mass through Sudbury to the Court 
House. The Police Department had 
been ordered to allow the rally in 
the park,but to move In and stop 
any attempt to march through the 
downtown section. photo:Wood. 
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President Lamont, although warned 
by Sudbury Police Officials that 
leaders of a rally would be arr- 
ested and prosecuted accordingly, 
led the rally to the park. No pol- 
ice action occured. Apparently the 
police had no power to prevent 
an orderly assembly from gathering 
in the park. Lamont was not aware 
of this until after the rally.

KENNEDY 
ON BOOKS 



THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF 
BERTRAND RUSSELL 

Litt!e,Brown, & Co., 376 pp. $7.95 

Fiends and fans of Lord Bertrand • 
Russell to-day must surely look 
upon him as Ethiopians do toward 
Halle Selasso; he must be at least 
two hundred years old. indeed, if 
one were to summariie thelmpres- 
sion of his life in a few words, they 
would invariably be to the effect 
of his being a glorious patriarch of 
wisdom ana manners. His ideas lo- 
omed over ihe later Victorian years 
his scholastic renown was respected 
throughout the world, andevenatthe 
age of 95 hoisfamous for much more 
than being a rather ebullient anti- 
American pacifist. 

This autobiography takes us from 
his birth until 1914, and appears to 
be the first of two or more volumes, 
the others to be written. This one 
is certainly a good portent from ihe 
literary standpoint. The English is 
perfects engrossingty interesting for 
tbe most part, but at times dis- 
appointingly sterile. Hisdecidedha- 
tred for the Classical languages is 
constantly being contradicted by his 
use of such outlandish words as, 
'eupeptic* or 'Omnivorously\ He is 
always inclined to keep the reader 
at a good arm's distance from him- 
self and his own particular style, 
even when relating the intimate sce- 
nes of his life. 

The chapters of the book make- 
off the main periods of his life, 
and, beginning with his childhood, 
it is astounding to realize how brll- 
lient the man really was. Before 
the age of ten he had read Milton, 
Shakespeare, Dryden, Jane Austen, 
and Thomas Hardy. When he was 




eleven he was beginning to doubt 
the propositions of Euclid. His ad- 
olescence was spent mainly in col- 
lege studying mathematics, logic and 
metaphysics. He went to Cambridge 
at the age of 17 wher^he wis tutored 
by the mathematician Alferd North 
whitehead. Mathematics was ev- 
idently his greatest passion, and 
toward the end of the century he 
published his great'PriaoipiaMath- 
ematica' together with whitehead, 

Russell's loves are related in 
quite intimate details, He first be- 
came engaged to Alys Smith , an 
American women a few years his . 
senoir. and a Quaker. Afterarather 
dramatic engagement, they were 
married and ft was only years later 
that he discovered he evil habit 
of baiting one mutual friend against 
another tor her own pleasure. A di- . 
vorce lead him to seek adventure 
from other sources, and he nat- 
uarally engaged in a few si«ling 
affairs with one Lady Ottoline Mor- 
rell, whom he couldn't marry be- 
cause she loved her husband, and 
with another anonamous American 
nymphet whom he tutored In more 
ways than one, until she went in- " 
sane an could communicate with him 
only during moments of lucid in- 
tervals. 

When the book ends,' Lord Russell 
is back teaching at Cambridge lead- - 
ing what he would consider a nor- 
mal life, that is for a hardy Vic- 
torian scholar paslflst In pre-flrst 
war days. After all, "Adventure is 
but the missing of one's morning 
tea." • -v.

Nevertheless, it is 
Ian area of great importance, one 
which must not be shunted aside and 
left for a rainy day. It is currently 
the most serious threat to world 
peace and as such must be dealt 
with now. 

I think most of us will agree 
that fashion design would certain- 
ly seem out of context when placed 
within a section devoted to literary 
endeavour. However, Geoffrey Chau- 
cer obviously thought thla it deser- 
ved at least passing mention; for, 
in the Person's tale (translated 
text), he delivers a rather biting 
denunciation of what could today 
be considered "mod" fashions. 

...."On the other hand, to speak 
of the horrible, inordinate scant- 
ness of the clothing, as be these 
short cut Jackets or kirtles, which 
thought their shortness cover not 
their hinder parts, which fare as It 
were the hinder parts of a she- 
ape in the fill* of the moon; and 
moreover, with all of their per- 
sons which they show by their mod- 
ish dress, in striping their hosen 
into white and red, it seems as if 
half of their persons were flayed. 
And If so be they divide their hos- 
en Into other colours, as white and 
black, or white and blue, or black 
and red, and so forth; then it seems 
by the variation In colour that the 
half part of them were corrupt by 
Saint Anthony's fire, or by cancer, 
or by other such ill. As to their 
hinder parts, It is full horrible to 
see. For Certes that foul part they 
show to the people proudly, In des- 
pite of scemllness, which seemll- 
ness Jesu Christ and his friends 
took heed to show in their lives". 
Wo have today a balance of power 
between two great world powers; 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. It is a balance between 
democracy and the free world as 
opposed to communism and the

Iron Curtain countries. Ideologies 
have existed in a blance before in 
our history but this blance is of a 
particular nature. It is the balance 
of terror created through the evo-

Ah, but you'll say 
that "aid" does not mean armed 
force necesserlly.,...,docsn't it? If 
you accept the premise that the US 
id In South East Asia to check com- 
munism, are they not Justified to 
use whatever means that are at their 
disposal to combat an ideology that 
has vowed to "bury" the system we 
live under?

LaPlERRE: Nome's an honest man. 
He's a misguided honest man. I th- 
ink that he has clearly established 
his optiomclearlyestabtlshed It, wh- 
ich is more than I can say for 
anyone else in Quebcc,and he has 
forced people to establish (heir 
opinions as weJJ.

It isn't* What is 
important Is that we've got to re- 
gain control of our economic life. 
That's all there Is to ..♦.♦Wo are 
parasites. We are tenants In our 
own house.

LAMBDA; What is the Canadian 
Identity to Laurier LaPlcrre? 
LAPIERRE: I don't know. I don't 
know what a Canadian definition of 
Canada is. I don't know what a 
Canadian Identity Is. I'm not inter- 
ested In nationalism or identity 
or flaps or national athems. I'm 
interested in the nationalism of 
definition. By this I understand ess- 
entially,!!!* acceptance of a country 
as a sum total.a communal will 
to live and build together a society 
this communal experience in Cana- 
da is expressed in French and Eng- 
lish where one goes across the co- 
untry. The viability of the French 
fact in North America is Indirect 
proportion to the viability of tho 
English speaking fact in North Ame- 
rlca t name!y a Canandlan fact. Ibel- 
ieve these things. I find that I 
will be more secure in the via- 
bility of my language If I know 
the people In British Columbia und- 
erstand It. I've always suggested 
that the problem of Canada is at 
three levels. It Is first of all at 
the level of Canada,the kind of 
society that you want,the kind of 
Institutions that you wont to give 
yourselves and the definition mat 
you want to give of yourselves. 
Once you have attained this,you 
can reform the constitution accord- 
ingly and you can create a govern- 
ment to the left. That's at tho lev- 
el of Canada. You also have,secon- 
dly,a problem at the level of fed- 
eral-provincial relations. You have 
to create new institutions,perman- 
ent Institutions. Dreadful secracy 
has far too long characterized our 
relationships federally and provin- 
cial^. Create new institutions of 
communlcation,reform the Supreme 
Court with a common law wing 
and a wing which is civil law. 
Reform other kinds of institutions 
which are necessary. Lastlyyou ha- 
ve the problem fundamentally of 
Quebec as a particular entity with- 
in Cnada which therefore must att- 
ain a particular status. A part- 
icular status which is not a spec- 
ial status,but one In which Quebec 
fulfils its function and its roll* In 
Canada by being itself fully and 
completely. Consequently itsconce- 
iveable that laws may be created 
for the rest of Canada but they ne- 
ed not apply to Quebec because Que- 
bec has that kind of personal fun- 
damental demsnslon. It Is difficult 
to explain. Its difficult to trans- 
late the day to day basis of modus 
operandi of action. Our challenge 
Is that we can no longer cope 
with the Instruments of the past. 
Wo can no longer cope with a con- 
stitution which begins with a pre- 
amble that nobody can define them- 
selves In favour of. We can no 
longer cope with institutions, you 
know,that say that a policy If 
necessary r but not necessarily apol- 
icy. We can no longer cope with 
the Instruments of the past and if 
we don't make up our minds to 
cope with the new realities now. 
we have lost the battle by default 
and I do not intend to lose the 
battle by default. I am too young, 
and too old. 

LAMBDA; You say that we will 
be losing our country in the near 
future. Is it too late for our gen- 
eration to do something about It? 

LAPIERRE; No. 

LAMBDA: What do you suggest? 

LAPIERRE: Well I think that the 
first step Is to get rid of the gov- 
ernments that we have and start 



from scratch. And there's no way 
out of it .You can not transform 
old Instruments into new ones. That 
is all there is to it. You may prop 
them up and put a new coat of pa- 
int on them, but the Inside of them 
is crumbling. So the edifice must 
change. Secondly I think you must 
have a day to day Involvement of 
people of your own age .People 
your age haveone luxury that the 
men of my generation did not have 
You are born with change as being 
part of your lite. Not only are you 
born with change,but you have the 
mastery of that bloody jargon which 
the men of my generation do not 
have and have to learn. And third- 
ly,you have such a personal acc- 
omodation to technology,that to you 
it creates no problem what so ever. 
Therefore,you have this emmense 
luxury that men of my generation 
did not have. You participate fully 
in the elaboration of your own fut- 
ure. But most of you don't belong 
to political parties. Most of you are 
not in the forefronts of those fight- 
ing battles. Most of you are sitt- 
ing down and are using the excuse 
that you have to learn before you 
can participate. And in the pro- 
cess the world is passing you by. 
What Is the French-Canadian in 
your life on a day to day basis, 
what sort of arrangement and ad- 
justment do you make yourself 
in your daily life because of the 
presence in Sudbury of French- 
speaking people? What sort of ad- 
justment are you preparing to make 
for those who express a communal 
experience in French? Tho same 
questions may beaskedofthcFrech. 
In essence we do not ask these 
questions any more than we like to 
see slums in our city. Which is why 
we erect buildings and fences and 
paint them In gay living colours so 
we don't see the decay inside of 
them. But these are the questions to 
ask, old man! 

LAMBDA: Do you see It as areality 
that Quebec wants to secede? 

LAPIERRE; I think that If we cannot 
provide the people of Quebec with a 
valuable alternative to separatism, 
they, will secede. This is why you 
will lose it by default. Today, Ma- 
dame LaFrombois can't getupinthe 
morning and say how's your const- 
itution? She gets up and says I don't 
have any schools, l don't havedecent 
housing. People say to her, these 
tilings you can only have if you take 
because the English don't do any- 
thing. But nobody else Is saying to 
Madame LaFromboIse, look this is 
the same problem they have in Ont- 
ario. Why don't you unite yourself 
and we will create apolitical party 
and unite ourselves with the people 
who are fighting the same battle in 
Ontario. Then we can begin to solve 
the economic and social problems. 
Nobody in the province of Quebec 
presently Is giving to the people an 
alternative to separatism and indep- 
endance. We are being blackmailed 
Into remaining within Confederation 
because people are saying to us 
we are going to be poorer ana we will 
make the English speaking comp- 
anies who are going to pull out of 
Quebec poorer. But we are not being 
told that remaining is a positive th- 
ing. It is a thing which essentially 
contributes to ono's enrichment 
and MMImetnt as a person, as a 
people, and as a community. We 
are not being told this, we are 
essential'y being blackmailed, and 
we are not being presented as a 
viable Instrument that EngUshspea- 
Idng Canada can have, well what 
tho hell, Madame LaFromboIse, next 

year, when the time comes for her 
to go to a referendum, she's going 
to vote for idndependance. She s go- 
ing to do it. Why not? I 

LAMBDA: Do you suggest (therefore 

LAPIERRE: I am suggesting to you 
that there should be somebody sug- 
gesting that there are post Uve things 
to be obtained from belonging to 
Canada, Secondly, there should be a 
group of people capable of enun- 
ciating. Thirdly, there should be a 
group of people capable of creating 
an alliance of tho people who are 
seeking the same thing which Is in 
the lines of the Left In Quebec and 
in English speaking Canada. We are 
on our way. 



LAMBDA: What is the stand of the 
N.D.P. on french schools In Ontario? 



LAPIERRE: The N.D.P. was the \ 

first party to accept tho thesis of 
two nations and to assert in the 
full knowledge of what the phrase 
meant , sociologically, politically, 
and humanly speaking. This Is why 
it has attempted to solve the problem 
at three lovols. First at the level 
of Canada by extending the French 
fact from the ocean and accepting 
the fact that Canada must bo acom- 
munal experience lived by men and 
women who express It in French and 
English across this country. We need 

institutions to do so. Secondly, 
they've demanded a complete re- 
vamping of the Canadian Constitution 
to make it an instrument of moder- 
nity. Thirdly, It has suggested in Its 
economic and social policy a vast 
movement to the left becauselt knew 
it was there that It would really 
grab the people. And it was there 
that you could elaborate a structure 
of commitment to aposltlve plea and 
plan of what Is possible. Secondly, 
it has also attempted to fight into 
the level of federal-provincial elec- 
tions and relations by demanding an 
end to the secrecy of the federal- 
provincial conference, permanent 
Institutions and tho re-vamping of 
the Bank Act in order to create a 
new. structure on which tho provin- 
ces will bo represented. The Su- 
preme Court will give dimensions 
to it that must be given In the 
federal state. Thirdly, It has been 
said that we have the fundamental 
and particular problem of Quebec, 
with their need for an instrument 
which the other provinces do not 
need at this moment for fulfillment. 
Consequently, it is part of ourcom- 
munal will to live In Canada by giv- 
ing the people of Quebec aparticular 
status, aparticular instrument, just 
as when we built tho CPR we gave 
the West a particular instrument 
paid by the Canadian people as a 
whole. This is what tho community 
is all about/That's all there is to ot 
and the NDP has deflnltly come out 
in favour of this. It's a national 
plan of action and it's a plea out 
for what is positive and possible 
in this society. 

LAMBDA: Then again the national 
policy of Sir John A. MacDonald.,,,. 

LAPIERRE: It's the national policy 
of Sir John A. MacDonald, new and 
rovised since and essencially con- 
cerned itself with what a country 
was all about. He had a vision, he 
had the new country.We want a new 
country. 

LAMBDA: By doing that you moan 
two states within tne Canadian Na- 
tion? It is going to be a loose fed- 
eration of -provinces? 

LAPIERRE; No, no,you see the trou- 
ble with the two nations thosis is 
once you have accepted It, you are 
accepting tho fact that people are dif- 
ferent. 

LAMBDA: Can there be Just a Cana- 
dian Nation? 

LAPIERRE: Don't get carried away. 
There can be a Canadian country 
made up ot two nations. There's no 
danger In that. 

LAMBDA: Are you saying that there 
is an English and a French — 

LAPIERRE: Ah, but there you are 
again confusing theissue. Now listen 
to me very carefully. You've asked 
mo a question ♦! will answerittothe 
best of my ability but listen to the 
answer, when a person is an Immi- 
grant in Germany he accepts a coun- 
try called Germany , a communal 
experience right? Irs a point on the 
map but in essence a sum total 
of experience that a person accepts. 
He expresses tho communal will. In 
German, that's wh at hedoes. He does 
the same thing when ho goesto Italy. 
When a person comes to Canada 
he is not involved in being French or 
English He is involved lnbeingpart 

a community called Canada, a com- 
munity made up of people who ex- 
press the communal experience in 
both French and English, That's what 
Canada is about. It has nothing to 
do with nations in the sense that you 
have ah English speaking nation and 
a French speaking nation. It has only 
something to do with Canada as a 
community that ia French speaking 
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Laurier Lapicrre, controversial political figure, faces Laurentian Bear 
Pit in an exclusive Lambda interview. 



and English speaking. 

LAMBDA: Isn't that theconsept of 
two nations we have in the set-up 
we have today? 

LAPIERRE: No. It's almost the set- 
up today and yet It Is not. In the 
province of Saskatchewan, French 
past grade one Is a for geln language. 
In the province of British Columbia 
they have yet to hear of it. In the 
province of Alberta It's past the 
grade three level and In Manitoba, 
they havo only begun to have reforms 
last year largely because Mr. Roblin 
wanted to be leader. Mr. Robarts 
is now In theprocess, but yet they've 
closed the only Frenchpublic school 
in Ontario because they haven't any 
money. In New Brunswick, 40% of the 
population Is French speaking and 
they are existing largely by accept- 
ion. In Nova Scotia Mr. Stan field has 
yet to hear of It. Well I'm suggesting 
to you that the reality of that is false. 
There are great advances being 
made and I do not belittle It. lam in 
sympathy with them and I approve of 
them. I suggest to you that we no 
longer have tho luxury of that kind 
of time. Unless I Laurier Laplerre 
am capable of moving from this 
country and across country as aper- 
son of it and unless I know that I 
when I am moved by my company; 
and that my kids can continue to ex- 
press themselves in French, to de- 
velop themselves to express the fact 
that they are Canadian in the French 
language, I'm going to begin to 
wonder where my country Is. And 
this is what has happened much too 
much in the past. You've got to re- 
shape your institutions not next year, 
not the year after, — NOW I 

LAMBDA: How can you do it now 
just like that? 

LAPIERRE: In the first place you've 
got to have the will. The trouble 
with US- 
LAMBDA; Mr. Robarts is trying to 
build. 

LAPIERRE: Mr, Robartshasbeonin 
power In this province for ahellofa 
long time. Why Is it that he's thought 
about It Just before he called an elec- 
tion? Alright, what the hell. Let's 
not get carried away by this Woody 
nonsense. You've got to be able to 
sat that it's now; you solve It now; 
you don't solve It by appointing a 
Royal Commission. Mr. Robarts has 
been in power since 1353 and was 
Minister of Education under Mr, 
Frost, what makes you think that It's 
going to be solved now?Pm suggest- 
ing to you that we do not have the lux- 
ury of time. In a year from now wo 
may not have a country. I'm not 
blackmailing you, I'm accepting the 
fact. If go to Quebec you will find a 
lot of people who are notSeperatlsts, 
who like me are committed to this 
country,are frustrated and anger be- 
cause we are loosing it by default. 
Because people want to be moderate, 
cautious, they don't talk about it. 
And in the process of not wanting to 
talk about it they are not creating 
the will to develop It. 

LAMBDA: One last question. 

LAPIERRE: Yes, my God, It Is 12; 30. 

LAMBDA: What do you think of de 
Gaulle's cry 'Vive leQuebec Libre*? 

LAPIERRE; I don't Udnk anything 
of It at all. I was under the impres- 
sion that it was a meaningless state- 
ment, that It was not in the least a 

provocation. It became provocative 



because of what men made of It. 
I think that It was a natural thing for 
him to do after a gruesome day of 
travelling on tho highway from Que- 
bec to Montreal. A is year old man, 
even older t hat John DIefenbaker and 
Lester Pearson If that is possible, 
made a natural statement, (for him) 

People who clapped were not Seper- 
atlsts: they were essentially the 

same people who believe that Quebec 
should no longer be a parasitewith- 
in Confederation. It tias got to be 
an Instrument determining the kind 
of society that we are going to build. 
No longer is It going to be a Marie 
de Chapdelaine existence, no longer 
Is tho mythology of the past to be 
permitted to return. Consequently, 
the statement of de Gaulle means 
"Vive Le Quebec Libre" non pas 
"Vive LeQuebec Independent'". The 
amazing thing about thebloodypress 
that serves English Canada is that 
de Gaulle made more refences about 
Quebec within Canada than about 
Quebec alone, these references were 
never mentioned in your bloody 
newspapers, they were not quoted on 
your TV. when he talked about the 
"Grand Community du Quebec dans 
la plus Grand Community du Canada' 
they chose to Ignore that. They were 
surprised at the number of people 
who were coming out to see him: 
Churchill would have affected as 
many people in English Canada, Peo- 

Ble became carried away with this: 
le newspapers were so frightened 
that they minimized thecrowd to give 
you a false sense of security. People 
did not go out into the streets be- 
cause they want to live under the 
government that de Gaulle has be- 
cause they don't . They want out 
essentially because here was a man 
who for the first time in tho his- 
tory of Quebec, a man outside of 
ourselves took the responsibility of 
defining himself in relation to us, 
who took the opportunity of saying 
things that we have felt in our, 
hearts for such a long time as 
we live as orphans of North Amer- 
ica. You mean to tell me even if 
there had been in that crackpot En- 
glish that Stanfleld and the other guys 
use when they speak French In all 
the speeches on national unity in this 
country, if at one moment there has 
been someone in English speaking 
Canada who would have made him- 
self the spokesman of the asper- 
atlons of a people tired of its past 
and which wants to be free and enter 
tally into the fullness of the twenty- 
first century. You mean to toll me 
that you would have to listen to de 
Gaulle ? No. We listen to de Gaulle 
because no one in thewholeGoddamn 
world thought ofdoingit„..AndImay 
be very moved at this moment but 
if somebody In English speaking Ca- 
nada made himself that spokesman, 
we would not have to sit down to- 
day and talk about de Gaulle. Wo 
would talk about somebody else. And 
it seems to me that it would have 
been much better for the English 
press to do that then try to belittle 
us. It is when you are orphaned that 

! r ou suddenly discover that you do 
tave a home, that Is your dimension 

to life and now we are asking English 
roeaking Canada to give us a home. 
We have need of a country badly 
....and if you can not give it to 
us we will have to create one our- 
selves. That is your challenge as 
it is mine. Thank you.

LAURIER LAPIERRE. 

There Is no doubt In my mind 
that, this man Is one of the great 
men of Canadian society. When we 
Interviewed him, I couldn't help hut 
feel the sincerity behind the state- 
ments he was making.

Today 
Is Now and It Is time that we sat 
down at the conference table to hash 
out the issues which are at present 
tending to rolit our country down 
the middle* We can shirk our duty 
no longer* We have to face up to 
the cold hard facts despite the pain 
we are going to feel in doing this. 
No longer can we be little children 
inspired to greatness by the other 
world powers such as Britain, the 
United States, and France. It is now 
time for us to stand up on our own 
two feet and take the responsibilities 
of adulthood.

THE MESSAGE. 

The television media provides a 
one way contact with some of our 
most dynamic contemporaries. But 
when this contact materializes Into a 
two way, three dementional one, the 
effect isunnerving.Thls was the case 
when the Lambda political press in- 
terviewed the controversial Laurie 
LaPierre. 

it is tme that our television set 
warned us that this was an outspo- 
ken, fascinating man. but it did not 
reveal the degree of this fact. Lau- 
rler LaPierre is a man of passion; 
passion in the sense that there is a 
total involvement of himself In ev- 
erything he believes in worth doing. 
He has a sincerity and a forthrlght- 
ness that makes him a refreshing 
change from the typical "avoid- 

saying-anythlng-on-the-real-is- 
sues ,r politlcian, 

LaPierre is protesting. He is cry- 
ing out to our generation through 
the haze of marijuana and LSD, 
to react positively against the in- 
consistent way our lives are being 
govered. He is tired of all the "old 

men in' politics" and he realizes 
that serious participation fron the 
youth of this country can reform it 
or start It on its way to reform, 
This accounts for his Intense iden- 
tification with the youth Image, and 
why he has been called" the future 
swinging Prime Minister." Unfor- 
tunately this Involvement has often 
cost him a much stronger critclzm 
cost him a much stronger criticism 
than this* But LaPierre Is not 
to be stopped. He believes* His de- 
gree of emotion is difficult to dis- 
regard or reject, especially when 
you see with your own eyes, passion 
and concern flushing his face, turn- 
ing his knuckles white as heclutches 

his pipe and bringing tears to his 
eyes. Yes, Laurler LaPierre has a 
message that although It is parti- 
cularly aimed at the youth, is really 
meant for us all* "This is a very 
young country. Why should we allow 
ourselves to be governed by all en- 
titles and non-entities and I an not 
talking here about age?"
